AMENDMENTS TO TOWN BYLAWS and ZONING BYLAWS 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 32 of Chapter 40 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, | 
Juliana H. Brazile, Town Clerk of the Town of Arlington, hereby give notice regarding amendments 
to the Town Bylaws adopted by Articles 6, 7, 8, 10, 12, 15, and 16 and to the Zoning Bylaws 
adopted by Articles 28, 29, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 37, 39, 41, 42, 43 and 44 under the Warrant for 
the Annual Town Meeting convened on April 25, 2022 which was approved by the Office of the 
Attorney General of the Commonwealth on September 29, 2022. 


For any amendment to the Zoning Bylaw, claims of invalidity by reasons of any defect in the 
procedure of adoption or amendment may only be made within 90 days of the second publication 
of this text on October 13, 2022.

Article 7 creates a Youth and Young Adult Advisory Board 

Article 8 creates a Civilian Police Advisory Commission 

Article 10 updates the Tree Preservation and Protection Bylaw

Article 16 updates regulations of gas-powered leaf blowers 


Article 28 creates Enhanced Business Districts by establishing development standards 
Article 29 defines rules for Public Shade Trees 

Article 31 makes administrative corrections to the Zoning Bylaw 

Article 32 allows the Zoning Board of Appeals to establish their rules and regulations 
independent of the Zoning Bylaw 

Article 33 clarifies the definition of a half story 

Article 34 changes the definition of a porch 

Article 35 changes how porches and decks may be extended 

Article 36 clarifies the requirements for large additions 

Article 37 defines who may determine that a structure is unsafe 

Article 39 changes the Floor Area Ratio for mixed use structures 

Article 41 changes minimum parking requirements for apartment buildings 

Article 42 allows temporary uses without a special permit in open spaces 

Article 43 changes how notices of changes to Zoning Maps are made 

Article 44 changes regulations for certain small restaurants
